er depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union Gas
Company requlres definite informmtion upon the ground as to elevations or working
-points. When the Southern Union Gas Compeny required definite information upon
the ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of
their assignments, they shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less
than three (3) days before such information is required.

"REPORT TO THE CITY COUNCIL ON SIDEWALK AND SIGN ORDINANCES

"Immediately following the appointment of the sub-committee composed of
MR, BEN WHITE and MR, TED THOMPSON to léok into the enforcement of the sidewalk
and sign ordinances, the Committee met with the City Manager and the Chief of
Police and made a tour of the City for the purpose of learning first hand. the
extent of the viclatlons of these ordinances in Austin,

"The portion of the City covered on this tour included East hth Street,
East 5th Street, East 6th Street, Esst Ttk Street, East Avenue, Red River,
Esst 19th Street, San Jacinto Boulevard, Guadalupe Street and West 5th Street.
-Streets 1nspected independently by Mr. White included South Congress, Duval,
34th Street, Burnet Road, Alice Avenue and Lamar Boulevard.

"The Committee wishes to report that this investigation revealed that
there are a few places in Austin where the ordinances are being grossly vio-
lated, and there are a great nurber of places in the city where there oceur
very minor violations. It is the impression of the Committee that these minor
violations are city-wide.

"After giving a great deal of consideration to the advisability of amendd
ing the ordinances or repealing the ordinences, this Sub-committee hae concluded
t0 recommend o the Council the strict enforcement of the present ordinances.

Tt 18 the belief of the Sub-committee that a great mjority of these minor
violators are not conscious that they are in violation of the ordinances. There
are, however, cases vwhere the violators have been notified and fully understand
that they are in violation of the ordinances. It is the recommendation of this
Svb-committee that the Council instruct the Adminlstration £o forthwith begin
city~-wide enforcement of thése ordinances

"It is the recommendation 8f this Committee that the Council set a
policy to be followed by the Administration in the enforcement of the ordinmnces
that will provide that all violators be given thirty days' notice to bring them-
selves in compliance with the ordinances and such other provisions as the Council
deems wise to include in their policy statement.

"It is the opinion of the Sub-committee that b{ far the great miority of
people who are now in violation of these ordinsnces will, if approached
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ePfort to enforce the ordinances.

"SECOND RECOMMENDATION ABOUT AMENDMENT OF THE ORDINANCES

other ordinances. Particular reference is being made to the sectionof the
ordinance dealing with the display of fresh meais. ‘

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BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY CGUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
Structual Waterproofing Company, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space_

Beginning atta point in the south line of the above described
property approximately sixty feet east of the gouthwest corner;
thence in a southerly direction and &t right apgies to the
centerline of East 6th Street to the north curdb line; thence
in an easterly direction and parallel with the centerline of
Eest 6th Street approximately thirty feet to a point; thence
in & northerly direction and at right angles to the centerline
of East 6th Street to the gouth line of the above described

propexty.

- 2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said Structusl Waterproofing Company, hereinafter termed "Contractor”, upon
the following express terms and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall erect and meintain continuously in good
condition during the use of sald space hereby allotted, a substantial walkway
at least 4 feet wide in the clear on the inside and at least 8 feet high, The
top of the walkway shall be covered solidly with boards at least 2 inches thick
which shall be supported at intervals sufficiently close to prevent sagging of -
‘the roofing boards. The roof of said walkway shall be covered with a roofing
material which will prevent leaking of the roof and provide a dry walkway at
all times. No wood strips or obstructions of any kind shall be permitted along
the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City
Officials it becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector
immediately place such a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent
sagging under load.

(2) ' That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm waters
in the gutter ard the Contractor will be responsible for any damage done due
to cbstruction of any such storm water.

(3) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and. provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(4) Thet the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immedistely after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk
btarricades, materisls, equipment and cther cbstructions shall be removed not
later than June 12, 195k.

(5) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if'the conditions demand it.
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(6) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant reserve
the right to enter and oceupy any part of all of said space any time with its 7
public utilities, Br for other necessary public purposes.

(7) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed or
injured as & result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of
the comstruction work for said building projects, whether done by the Contractor
City forces, or public utilities, shall be peplaced or repaired at the Contractorp
expense.

(8) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of One Thousand Dellars {$1,000.00), which shall protect, indemnify
and hold barmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin
and shell guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks , pavement and all other
public property ard public utilities distrubed or removed during the construc-
tion work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other
safeguards during the occupancy of the space. ‘ )
